for Middle East 


WASHINGTON (U P I) 
Expressing hope that he is starting on a new 
"journey for peace," President Nixon left today for a tour of five Middle 
East nations 


"We believe this trip, like the 
other journeys we have taken, will 
contribute to that lasting peace 
which we as Americans are so 
deeply dedicated,' 
Nixon said in 
a brief speech as he and Mrs. Nixon 
left the White House on the 15,000- 
mile, nine day trip 
The President’s plane left An­ 
drews Air Force Base, Md., near 
Washington, at 6:02 a p PDT It is 
scheduled to arrive at Salzburg, 
Austria, about 2:30 p m PDT. 
Nixon thanked a large group of 
foreign diplomats and government 
officials for coming to see them off 
and said "we hope and believe this 
will be another journey for peace." 
The President likened his trip to 
historic 1972 visits to mainland 
China and the Soviet Union. Those 
were 
the 
first 
trips to either 
Communist capital by a sitting 
American President and he noted 
that he would be the first President 
to visit four of the countries on his 
Mideast agenda 
“ Both of those journeys were ones 
that had a profound impact not only 
on the relations of the nations 
involved but also on building a 
structure of peace for the whole 
world 
"This trip will take us to a part of 
the world that has known nothing 
but war over the past 30 to 40 years. 
And as we go to five nations—four 
that have never been visited by an 
American 
President 
before—we 
realize that one trip is not going to 
solve differences that are very deep, 


that go back in some cases, many 
years, and in some cases centuries 
"But we also realize that a 
beginning must be made .” 
Referring to cease-fire agree­ 
ments that Secretary of State Henry 
A. 
Kissinger—who 
accompanied 
him 
on 
the 
trip— 
negotiated 
between 
Israel and 
Egypt and 
between Israel and Syria, Nixon 
said 


"A beginning has been made 
toward a different relation and a 
better relation between the nations 
in that area We have been proud to 
play a part in that beginning." 
His trip, the President said, will 
"provide an opportunity to reaffirm 
our support for these initiatives that 
have been undertaken, to explore 
ways that we can have new and 
better relations between the United 
States and each nation in the area ... 
and also explore ways in which those 
nations in the area may have better 
relations with each other and build 
toward the permanent and lasting 
and just and equitable peace that all 
of 
them, 
we know, 
want and 
certainly that we want." 
Before 
heading 
for Cairo on 
Wednesday, the President and his 
party will stop off for two nights in 
the Austrian city of Salzburg. This

County tabs $24,795 
for Village library

The Lompoc county library zone 
Friday was penciled in for $24,795 in 
county 1974-75 budget funds to aid in 
the construction of a Lompoc branch 
library in Vandenberg Village in lieu 
of a bookmobile operation. 


Fourth 
District 
Supervisor 
Francis Beattie said he felt Santa 
Maria and Lompoc should have an 
option to fund branch facilities 
instead of bookmobiles. Santa Maria 
is said to be considering this change. 
Santa 
Barbara 
is retaining 
its 
bookmobile project. 


Santa Maria and Santa Barbara 
were both tabbed for $12,000 in 
county funds. 


The funding decision came as 
county supervisors agreed to raise 
the per capita support for the county 
library system from $3.10 to $3.40 by 
providing $936,700 from the county’s 


General Fund along with $98,795 in 
revenue-sharing funds. 
The County 
Library 
Advisory 
Committee had requested greater 
county support to meet impact of 
inflation and demand for expanded 
services in some localities.

WASHINGTON (UP1) - A staff 
report of the Senate Watergate 
committee charges the White House 
sought 
to 
politicize 
the entire 
executive 
branch, 
with 
special 
attention to “ buying" the votes of 
Spanish-speaking 
Americans 
on 
behalf of President Nixon’s 1972 re- 
election. 
"The 
responsiveness 
concept 
involved the diverting of millions of 
taxpayers’ dollars from the primary 
goal of serving all the people to the 
political goal of re-electing the 
President,” the report said. 
In a 140-page report given to 
senators on the committee during 
the weekend, the report charged: 
—The 
administration’s 
‘‘Re­ 
sponsiveness Program" might have 
involved violation of the Hatch Act, 
which forbids partisan activity by 
civil servants, and laws prohibiting 
interference with the administering 


of federal programs. 
—Its 
"chief 
architect" 
was 
Frederic V. Malek, then a White 
House aide and now deputy director 
of the Office of Management and 
Budget. Also knowledgeable about 
the program were former White 
House aide Charles W. Colson, 
former Nixon domestic adviser John 
D. Ehrlichman, former OMB di­ 
rector 
and 
Treasury 
Secretary 
George P. Shultz and 
current 
domestic adviser Kenneth R. Cole 
Jr. 
—Much of the program was halted 
after the burglary at Democratic 
offices in the Watergate complex 
June 17, 1972, and many of the 
records were destroyed. 
—Nearly every department and

Signal fades*, play breakers for cable TV

(Editor’s note: This is the second 
part

Lompoc's cable television franchise 
at a crossroads in its development.) 


Sharpening up video signals piped 
into Lompoc homes and clearing up 
their summertime fade outs are 
likely franchise changes the city 
may demand in coming talks on a 
proposed cable television subscriber 
rate increase. 
Teleprompter of 
Lompoc 
has 
asked for a boost in monthly rates 
from $4.50 to $6.95, claiming the 


local system will be $82,000 in the 
red this fiscal year. Better signal 
q u ality 
and 
more 
lo cal 
programming are conditions the 
city will likely tack on to the hike, if 
approved. 
The impact of both rates and 
program quality here is broad. 
About 99 per cent of city television 
have access to cable and 88 per cent 
are subscribers. 


But Teleprompter spokesmen say 
it will be at least a year before 
signal quality can be improved. It 
could easily be longer. 
Cable 
delivers 
broadcast 


programs from Los Angeles with a 
kind of electronic double play. From 
Mt. Wilson, just above Pasadena, a 
line up of channels fielded in LA is 
hurled at broadcast frequencies to a 
station atop Santa Ynez (TV) Peak, 
near Santa Barbara. This station 
turns and fires them at higher 
microwave 
frequencies 
to 
Vandenberg 
Village 
for 
cable 
distribution here. 
The 31 mile "microwave hop" 
from 
TV 
Peak 
to 
Vandenberg 
Village is strong, Teleprompter 
spokesmen 
say. 
The 
maximum 
effective range for such signals, 
they refer, is 35 to 40 miles. 


But the same atmospheric lid that 
waters Los Angeles eyes in summer 
and leaves an amber stain over 
Santa 
Barbara 
bats 
down 
the 
broadcast signal on its 110 mile 
relay from Mt. Wilson to TV Peak. 
This is why fading or fuzzy pictures 
on Lompoc cable TV screens can be 
as common as inversion layers and 
smog in Los Angeles. 
" It ’s kind of hard sitting in 
Lompoc and telling a subscriber 
‘Well, it’s because of the heat 
inversion’ 
when 
they 
may 
be 
wearing sweaters here," confides 
cable 
General 
Manager 
Bill 
Grinstead. 


To 
correct 
the 
problem, 
Teleprompter came up with an idea 
for an electronic triple play. And 
until last July it looked like they 
would pull it off. 
What broke it up was the fact that 
between Mt. Wilson and TV Peak 
sprawls 
the 
vast, 
federally 
administered Los Padres National 
Forest. 
The idea was to put a station atop 
Divide Peak, only 65 miles from Mt. 
Wilson. The broadcast signal would 
be flipped without distortion from 
Wilson 
to 
Divide, 
chucked 
microwave to TV Peak and then 
fired 
again 
microwave 
to 
the 


Village. 
But Divide is a virgin mountain 
top in the Los Padres wilderness. 
Forest Supervisor Robert Lancaster 
ruled in July that constructing a 
relay station there would require an 
environmental 
impact statement 
under the National Environmental 
Policy .Act. 
Lancaster also said his department 
could not afford to embark on such a 
study, which would take months, 
until fiscal year 1975 at the earliest. 
Grinstead said recently that he 
doesn’t know if or when this study is 
scheduled.

The Board of Supervisors 
virtually wound up hearings 
on 
the 
proposed 
$77.5 
million 
county 
budget 
Friday, but it was anybody's 
guess as to what the 1974-75 
county tax rate will be. 


There were these major 
late developments: 


- The supervisors agreed 
to 
place 
$3,180,000 
in 
contingency funds to allow 
for 
salary 
adjustments. 
Administrative 
Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson said 
the sum includes all offers 
made to employe groups, 
three of whom haven't come 
to terms yet. This addition 
to the budget could add 24 


cents to the tax rate, said 
Johnson, with the impact 
being lowered with more 
than 50 percent offset by 
revenues from state and 
federal sources. 
—The 
proposed

had indicated a possible 30-

The 
county’s 
three 
detoxification 
(alchoholic) 
centers in Santa Barbara 
area, and in the Lompoc and

service, but problems have

that 
warrant 
study, 
the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors 
was 
told 
Thursday. 
The supervisors approved 
expenditure of $302,390 for 
the 1974-75 fiscal year to 
fund the three centers for 
another year. The funding in 
the coming year is $50,765 
over that for the current 
year. 
Revenue-sharing 
funds are being utilized. 
Sheriff-Coroner

Carpenter was asked if the

drunks taken to one of the 
three facilities for cures

than 
incarcerated 
and taken before the courts.

If only part of the lights in the house 
come on, this may indicate that a fuse in 
secondary fuse box has also blown. Check 


these fuses in the same way you checked the 
uses at the main switch. Be sure the main 
switch is "O FF" while you are changing fuses. 


Cartridge Fuses. You won’t be able to visually 
i ell exactly which cartridge fuse is blown. In 
this case, test by replacing each fuse with a 


new one until you find the blown fuse. A tripped 
circuit breaker will probably be out of the "O N" 


position. 


o Reset a Circuit Breaker. Move the affected 
circuit breaker handle all the way to the "O FF" 


position (for some cir­ 
cuit breakers, a mod­ 
erate pressure in the 
"O F F " direction is 
n ecessary to cause 
them to reset). Then, 
move the handle to 
the "O N" position. If 
the affected circu it 
breaker does not indi­ 
cate that it has tripped 
(its handle has not

Bill Proud came to Lompoc in 
1915 to play baseball, and stuck 
around to become one of the 
Valley’s sports pioneers.

He is a wiser man, and wishes 
others who lecture on criminology

Every place has a history and 
Lompoc's 
is far from the least 
engaging. Two more publications 
that prove this have arrived 
One is a reprint­ 
ing of “ Tragedy at 
Honda,” valued as 
by 
far 
the 
most 
c o m p l e t e 
a n d 
readable 
narrative

^ 
of 
th e 
f a m o u s 
destroyer 
disaster 
of September, 1923 
It’s been out of print 
sin ce 
the 
earl v 
1960s. 
The other is a delightful local 
historical quarterly called “Lompoc- 
Legacy” 
and 
published 
by 
the 
Lompoc Valley Historical Society. 
Most people who have lived here 
more than a few days have heard 
sketchily about the fog shrouded 
night when seven U.S. destroyers 
ran at flank speed into the jaws of 
F t Pedernales, near Honda Canyon 
It remains the greatest peacetime 
naval 
disaster 
in 
the 
country’s 
history and so is naturally one of the 
first things visitors hear about local 
history. 
The incident is given two pages in 
the Centennial booklet “ Lompoc. 
The First 100 Y ea rs,” published for 
the city’s 100th anniversary this 
year. 
But even old tim ers and readers of 
the booklet’s account have missed 
out on the broad sweep of events as 
detailed in the 243-page hardbound in 
its new centennial edition. Retailing 
for $7.50, the book also displays a 
collection of what must rank as rare 
photographs, snapped in the first 
light after the massive shipwreck 
that intruded forceably and indelibly 
on the lives and memories of the 
rural Lompocans of that time. 
The Historical Society has for long 
had available a hardbound on the 
topic entitled “ The Last Hours of 
The Seven Four Stackers,” a 193- 
page work by Charles Hice retailing 
at $5. While useful, the Hice book 
contains 
a good deal of “ raw” 
historical data — letters and so 
forth — and has been criticized for 
its 
fictionalized 
approach 
and 
o m i s s i o n s 
of 
b o t h 
t h e 
t o w n s p e o p l e s ’ 
r ol e 
in 
t he 
catastrophe and the fate of the 
c o m m a n d e r s 
w h o s e 
miscalculations made it possible. 
“ Tragedy,” written by a Navy 
Vice Admiral Charles Lockwood and 
an 
Air

Colonel, 
Hans 
A dam son, 
is 
con sid ered 
the 
sovereign in the field. Setting the 
unprecedented 
event 
against 
the 
stormy 
backdrop 
of 
this 
a rea ’s 
ominous maritim e history 
(“ The 
graveyard 
of the 
P acific” ), 
the 
work 
analyzes the 
almost eerie 
succession 
of meteorological and 
electronic happenings that led the 
d e s t r o y e r 
o f f i c e r s 
to 
gi ve 
themselves and their crews over to 
perhaps the single most devastating 
m isapprehension 
in 
peacetim e 
naval annals: the false notion that 
they were coming about into the tiny 
gate of the Santa Barbara Channel 
when, five minutes later, it was the 
flinty crags of Honda that they 
found. 
The accounts in “ Tragedy” are 
fictionalized too, with perhaps some 
license, 
but the 
research 
shows 
t h r o u g h . 
Ho w

Giorvas, reacted is painted in detail. 
Their and the crew m en’s moments 
of decision and heroism emerge. 
The story continues through the 
courts-martial of the officers in 
command.

In the first issue, available now 
for 50 cents, one contemplates a 
rare 1890 photo of the Fabmg family 
arrayed 
rustically 
around 
the 
Fabing-McKay-Spanne 
House and 


the whole tenor and pace of life in 
those times slowly comes forth You 
can almost feel the sun. smell the 
crops, hear the harnesses of the 
h o r s e s 
c r e a k . 
N e w c o m b e ’s 
meticulous narrative fills in the 
gaps 
Plans for future editions include 
the Indian legend of the valley, 
pioneers of the Santa Rosa district, 
segments of early dwellers’ diaries, 
a first person narrative about early 
education at the Artesia School, 
early Lompoc banking and the "sky 
pilot.” a sort of 
local 
airborne 
ev an g elist 
who 
preached 
to 
Lompocans through a bullhorn from 
his aircraft in flight 
A year’s worth of the quarterly 
comes for $2 or as part of the ¿5 
annual membership in the Lompoc 
Valley Historical Society.

There was a time when a kid who 
was given a spanking in school could 
count on receiving a second one 
when he got home — right? 
Well,

Civil 
Liberties Union. 
There is no doubt 
that the courts are 
t a k i n g 
an 
increasingly 
dim 
view these days of 
what is called 
“ summary punishment,’ 
punishment or otherwise. 
In 
what 
has 
been 
called 
a 
landmark decision in this field, a 
federal judge in Hanover County, 
Virginia, has ruled that a student 
must be given his constitutional 
right of due process before he can be 
spanked in school. 
U.S. District Court Judge Robert 
R. 
Merhige 
awarded 
$200 
in 
damages for a fourth-grade student, 
holding that his constitutional rights 
had been violated because he was 
not told that he could appeal a 
“ summary spanking sentence” or 
that 
he 
had 
the 
right 
to 
be 
by an attorney. 
The decision was only a partial 
victory for the ACLU, which had 
represented the student and had 
argued that spanking was “cruel 
and unusual punishment” and hence 
p r o h i b i t e d 
by 
t he 
e i g h t h 
amendment. 
Judge Merhige’s decision would 
seem to have implications that go 
beyond the question of whether or 
not spanking should be outlawed in 
the schools. 
How are teachers or principals to 
be expected to discipline students if 
even for minor infractions if they 
must first go through the process of 
advising them of their constitutional 
rights, holding formal hearings and 
getting involved with attorney and 
appeals? 
The simple answer is that they 
probably won’t bother. 
Moreover, 
it 
is 
not 
just 
the 
a b s e n c e 
or 
unc e r t a i nt y 
of 
punishment but the lengthy time 
lapse that prevails today between 
the commission of an offense and 
the administering of punishment for 
the offense 
that maybe another 


source of 
contempt 
for law or 
authority. 
To punish a child, especially a 
small child, by spanking or some 
other means, days or weeks after he 
does something naughty in school 
may be worse than not punishing 
him at all.
